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CHARLES DICKENS. 


AKRIVAL OF THE GREAT NOV- 
| ELIST’S SON. 


A Lucrative Tour—His Opinions on 
Nove lists—Dickens and Thackeray 
His Favorites-His Father's Method 


Charles Dickens, son of the great novel- 
ist of that name, whose coming has been 
extensively heralded of late, arrived in the 
city last evening at 7:50 by the San Fran- 
cisco express. 

Previous to taking a carriage tor up town 
Mr. Dickens had but a minute to give the 
reporters, and anything like a formal in- 
terview was precluded. 


Mr. Dickens is of middle height and 
weight, with blue eyes and with hair and 


mustache a little inclined to the 
gray. He is essentially English in 
his manner and speech, though, of 
course, of the most cultivated sort. 
He is 51 years old but looks younger. 
His education was mainly acquired at Eton, 
and finished at Leipsic, Germany. After 
having six years’ experience in a banking 
house he went to China, and then became 
sub-editor to his fatheron his return, At 
the latter’s death he inherited the entire in- 
terest in All the Year Round and House- 
hold Words. 

To a reporter of Tue Times Mr. Dickens 
said he had a somewhat dusty, though not 
altogether unpleasant, trip down from San 
Francisco. In the last nine months he has 
given himself scarcely a day’s rest. Le has 
traveled over 25,000 miles, and has lectured 
more than 150 times. Everywhere in Amer- 
ica he had met with the most enthusiastic 
receptions. 

Mr. Dickens, after concluding his lecture 
tour on this coast, will return east via Or- 
egon, Montana, Dakota and Minnesota, and 
will thence sail for England. He looks for- 
ward to a future visit to America, when he 
can travel through the country more at 
leisure and observe the manner of its people 
more closely. 

Mr. Dickens is accompanied on his tour 
by his wife and his third daughter, Miss 
Sydney Dickens. 

His elocutionary entertainments are 
under the management of Maj. J. B. Pond 
of New York, who states that he has real- 
ized more money by them than any lecturer 
who has visited America. 

Mr. Dickons’s ideas of American litera- 
ture are thus set forth in an interview 
which appeared in the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer a few days ago: 

“What do you think of living American 
novelists?’’ asked the reporter. 

“Well, I must confess that 1 prefer Eng- 
lish works, many American 
authors are good. ith regard to the 
Henry dames school, I do not think much 
of it. There is not sufficient depth and in- 
sight into human character displayed. As 
to Howells, 1 must say the same. The 
style is weak, neither imitating any other 
school nor founding one worthy of note. 

“Such writers as Mark Twain, Bret Harte 
and Julian Hawthorne are read with greater 
interest by us in Engiand. For instance, 
the stories of the far West respecting life in 
the mining camps, when written by sucha 
man as, Bret Harte, could not fail to be 
peru with eagerness, for we feel very 
curious about the wild, romantic and rugged 
characters to be found in this region. 

“As to Engiish novelists, we have no 
really great men at the presentday. Walter 
Besant is the strongest and best, and he 
has written about a dozen of the Christmas 
numbers for All the Year Round, of which 
lam the editor and sole propriétor. Mrs. 
Oliphant and Wilkie Collins publish a meg 
deal of very excellent matter, 1 consider, 
but I think there are only afew great minds 
in an age, and few of them in the realms of 
fiction are living now. 

“Although lam my father’s son, I must 
say that Dickens and Thackeray stand ona 
higher plane than any other English nov- 
elist. Outside of them Iam tond of Du- 
mas, his ‘Three Muskeeters’ and ‘Monte 
Cristo’ being exceedingly good. 

“My father’s works produced wonderful 
changes in many institutionsin England, 
and brought about permanent reforms. « 
Take his ‘Nicholas Nickelby’ and his de- 
lineation of ‘Mr. Squeers,’ the Yorkshire 
schoolmaster. It was the death-blow to 
schools of that vile character. His por- 
traiture of ‘Sairy Gamp,’ the oy yy nurse, 
was the meansof arevolution in that de- 

rtment, and I have no doubt that ‘Bleak 
ouse’ was the means of radically reform- 
ing the Court of Cnancery.” 

“Were his characters taken from life?” 


“Well, yes; but they were typical. I 
Have had no less than fift persons coming 
to me in different places where | have given 
readings who have claimed that they knew 
the original Sam Weller,“They were quite 
positive, because the (character was. pre- 
cisely like that of a man who lived in their 
alley. but of course there were none of them 
in the right. | 

“My father was -a remarkably hard 
worker and I was trained by him to apply 


and one which grows upon one constantly 
i sthe entire and perfect unaffectedness of 
bis whole person, manner, voice and ges- 
ture. He seems to be a sound, wholesome, 
aparty, cordial Englishman, with a suffi- 
ciently pleasant voice, and art enough,read- 
inginan almost affectionate manner, and 
certainiy ina thoroughly interesting one 
the words of a wonderful writer o 
them. To say that Mr. Dickens 
has not great power of pathos, or great 
| versatility, or great magnetism is simply to 


cutionist, and that is what nobody, much 
less he himself, claims for him, All those 
who love the works of the great fathen— 
and even those who think they have grown 
beyond them—will feel a delightful 
and unique pleasure’ in hearing 
this Mr. Dickens read, In_ the 
light e humor of the “Pickwick 
Papers” heis at his genial and glowing 
best, and apart from every consideration ot 
reiationship and affection, would repay the 
listener richly. Mr. Jickens reads again 
tonight.

_“On one occasion after he bad been act- 
ing at the Haymarket Theater the stage- 
carpenter paid him rather a queer compli- 
ment. He said: ‘Ah, Mr. Dickens, it was 


a great loss to the public when you took to 
writing.’ ”

REAL, LIVE WITCHES. 


A “TIMES” MAN PHOTOGRAPHS 
THREK OF THEM. 


-Bome of the Strange Superstitions 


Still Kife in New Mexico—The 
Penitentes and Their Annual 
Crucifizion, Etc. 


San Mateo (N. M.), April 23.— 
[Staff Correspondence of Tur Times.) 
Strange things befall us nowadays, and 
many are the wonders of modern pic- 
ture-making; but what eager amateur 
would ever expect to photograph a live 
witch, nay, the very crucifixion of a 
flesh-and-blood Christ? But that is 
just what I have done since I have 


been~in this wonderful Territory—to | 


the great peril of my precious camera 
and my equally precious neck. We are 
accustomed to think and speak of the 
United States as one solid mass of in- 
telligence and enlightenment—which is 
as brilliantly ridiculous as most of our 
generalizations. It is true that 300 
years ago we used to burn witches, but 
that was in our dark ages. Such a 
thing would be as impossible in the 
United States of today as impossible 
can be. So you will all admit—nay, 
willeven maintain to the point of a 
— encounter, should any bump- 
ious alien venture to dispute you. 

But thig is a big country, and it is not 
safe to be over-confident in predicating 
any one thing of the whole of it. IRmgno- 
race and supérstition are not all dead 
yet, even under the Stars ard Stripes, 
as you shall admit before we are done. 
Ido not refer to the §nnocent little 
thirteen, and Friday, and black dog, 
and spilled salt superstitions which 
still obtain in the East, nor to the oc- 
casionally serious vooloo of Louisiana. 
Not at all. What 1 wish to tell you of 
is a section of this glorious Nation 
where superstition is no child’s play, 
where we still kill off an occasional 
witch; where, in every Holy Week you 
may see scores of masked men whip- 

ing their own naked backs till the 
lood flows in streams, and winding up 
on Good Friday by the actual cruci- 
fixion of one of their number, and 
where, within six years, the classic 
fable of the Minstaur and the Grecian 
virgins has been almost literally re- 
peated. 

New Mexico, acquired by the United 
States in 1848, under the treaty of 
Guadalupe Hidalgo, has a present pop- 
ulatio f about 175,000, including 
about 000 Indians, and 25,000 
Americans (as we use the term in the 
East), The rest are Mexicans, 
with a few fine old Spanish 
families scattered here and there. 
Among the native population, super- 
stition is practically universal, and has 
many strange manifestations. 

The Puevios—commonly called In- 
dians, but really descendants of the an- 
cient Aztecs—have numerous super- 
The eagle is a sacred bird 
with them—the winged throne of their 
‘emperor-god, Montezuma, for whose 
promised second advent they still pa- 
tiently wait. In any of the Pueblo 
cities you will find the great dark 
eagles, either tethered upon the house- 
tops or penned in little corrals of cedar, 
and religiously tended. The Pueblo 
hunter always has marvelous luck if he 
carries with him a tiny stone image of 
a coyote with atiny arrowhead lashed 
to its side. Though nominally con- 
verted to Catholicism, the Pueblos are 
still secret, but ardent, fire-worshipers. 
The snake, too, is sacred to them, and 
you will find its symbolic coils in their 
rock-sculptures and on their quaint 
silver jewelry. 

Some Pueblo towns used to keep each 
an enormous snake in a closed room, 
and feed it with children. The pueblo 
of La Cia, 25 miles west of Bernalillo, 
Was nearly depopulatedthus. It hada 
snake of enormous size, kept in a room 
whose doors and windows were walled 
up. In the roof was a small hole, 
sealed with a heavy flat rock. The 
first day of every month people 
drew lots to see whese child should be 
sacrificed to the snake god. The chosen 
babe was carefully bathed and an- 
nointed, and then tossed naked down 
the hole to the hungry serpent. Itis 
only six years since this hideous rite 
was stopped by a priest, who finally 
prevailed upon the Pueblos to tear 
down the walls and kill the snake. 

The Navajoes—now the strongest 
and richest tribe of Indians in the 
country—are all enormously supersti- 
tious. Their oddest terror, perhaps, is 
that which they cherish for the photo- 
graphic camera. Plant a tripod within 
a quarter of a mile of a Navajoeho- 

an, and the dusky inhabitants will 

ee as from the plague. It is their sol- 
emn belief that a picture is actually 
subtracted from the entity of the sitter 
—that he is so much the less by the 
operation. How many pictures they 
think it would be necessary to take 
before the person would be all gone, 
and his whole being diverted into the 
counterfeit presentments, [have never 
been able to learn; but apparently they 
deem the fatality as rapid as it is 


certain. The snake they hold in 
holy abhorren Of the virulence 
of their prejudice against it I 


had a _ striking proof some years ago. 
Chit-chi, brother of old Manuelito, the 
boss,silversmith of the tribe, is a very 
good friend of mine,and has made me 
some remarkable specimens of native 
tage On one occasion I employed 

im to make mea bracelet in the form 
of asnake. Hehad it about half fin- 
ished when some of his fellows chanced 
to call at the hogan. Tosay that they 
were horrified when they saw what he 
was about, is putting it very mildly. 
They fell upon the obnoxious figure 
and destroyed it; and then reported 
Chit-chi to the elders of the tribe, who 
Seer? him an artistic stoning to 

eath if he ever dabbled again in such 
tabooed workmanship. 

But the most vivid of all Navajoe 
superstitions cluster around the bear— 
Shash, as they call him. ‘Bear beap 
sabe;’’ in fact, they deem him the wisest 
of created things. Lis clairvoyance 
surpasses that of the best mediums in 
whom 80 many of our own enlightened 
fellow-countrymen believe. ‘The Nava- 
joes never kill a bear. save under the 
direst necessity. He is an evil spirit 
whose wrath they are scrupulously 
careful not to invoke, If a bear kills a 
Navajoe, and it can be proved con- 


clusively which: bear did the murder, a: 


large force turns out and slays the 
bear—albeit with many lamentations 
and deprecations and’ apologies. But, 
save in this extreme case, his ursine 
majésty is left severely alone. If a 
Navajoe spies a bear’s track or 
cave, he takes to his heels, 
screaming at the top of his 
voice. Some weeks ago I offered one 
of our Navajoe shepherds $20—a fort- 
une to him—if he would show me the 
cave of a bear which was beginning to 
thin the flock, but the proffer was vain, 
as [ knew it would be, The Navajoes 
.firmly believe that if one of them were 
to show the retreat of a bear, or in an 

other way incur his displeasure, Shas 

would know the and ineconti- 
nently devour him and his whole family,

a race who were until recently the 
bravest native warriors on the conti- 
nent, except the gruesome Apache. 

Superstitious as the Territorial abor- 
igines are, howeyer, they are fully 
matched by the Mexican popniation, 
whose strange beliefs are myriads. 
Oue of the most comical is that ef the 
guujalote, a harmless lizard the size of 
a half-pound trout, marked with black 
and white polka dots. Throughout 
Mexico and New Mexico it is the cur- 
rent belief that the guajalote is ever on 
the watch for women asleep or eager 
—when it at once enters its victim an 
makes her pregnant! Many an unto- 
ward addition to the census is credited 
tothe guajalote—a convenient legend, 
truly, in a precocious and hot-blooded 
country. 

It is only afew weeks ago that the 
good people of San Rafael, 30 miles 
south of us, were favored by a visit 
from his Satanic Majesty. ‘The whole 
town was awakened at midnight by a 
horrid and unearthly din, and sallying 
out with guns and pistels and clubs 
they saw a huge ‘and hideous horned 
animal in the bright moonlight, 
whistling like a fog horn and breathing 
sulphurous fumes. They tried to get 


the Sheriff to arrest the diabolical, 


intruder, but the Sheriff hadn’t Jost 
any devil and stayed fortified in his 
house. One man of ofttried courage 
mounted ‘his horse and followed the 
devil outof town, but when he was 
about to overtake the apparition it dis- 
appeared. The whole population of 


San Rafael will bear me out in 
this veracious chronicle. Indeed, 
the devil is by no means an in- 


frequent visitor here. Every old- 
timer remembers the experience of 
Ambrosio Trujillo—now gone to his 
long account. Ambrosio was sadly ad- 
dicted to liquor, and his oaths gener- 
ally took the form of an invocation to 
Satan. One fine moonlight nicht, as 
Ambrosio was reeling homeward, he 
stubbed his toe, and cried: **The devil 
take me!’ Instantly the devil spraug 
from the heart of a big rock close by, 
with a polite, “Buenas nocies, Amigo. 
Que queres?” Ambrosio, Onothing 
abashed, replied: ‘“‘Come and take a 
drink with me.” ‘Thanks,’ said 
Satan; never drink.”’ Ambrosio 
cume nearer, and suddenly the devil 
vanished, leaving only a smell of brim- 
stone. He looked like a man, but his 
eyes and mouth were living fire. Am- 
brosio went home a good deal sobered. 
From that day on he never dared go 
out again at night, and to the hour of 
his death, three years afterward, he 
never drank another drop. . 

At San Bafael lives a clever old fel- 
low named [Francisco Cordova, but bet- 
ter known as Patapalo (pe -leg) on ac- 
count of an wee A é is the town 
butcher, and a fellow of much more 
than average intelligence. He was 
once the hero of avery exciting and 
mysterious adventure. It was when he 
lived in Socorro, nine yearsago. A 
friend said tohim one day, ‘‘Patapalo, 
why are you so stupid? Come with me 
tonight, and I will make you the wisest 
man in the world, so that you can play 
any music, talk any language, ané 
know what happens a undred 
miles away.’’ Patapalo demurred at 
first, but consented after long solicita- 
tion. What occurred 1s best told in his 
own words—or rather in an exact 
translation of them. “That night, it 
might be 8 o’clock, José came for me, 
and we started walking across the 
plain. After we had gone a matter of 
half an hour we found 10,000 mesquite 
bushes. I was often there before, but 
never saw a single mesquite. I said 
‘What is this thing?’ but José said: 
‘Keep your tongue to your teeth, and 

ome on.’ Then I saw that each bush 

ad arosary hanging on it. I was to 
speak, but at the moment we came to 
a door, very great, and with an iron 
lock. José knocked. A voice within 
replied: ‘Who comes?’ José said: ‘We 
are two; one is ignorant.’ Ther the 
door opened itself, and we went into a 


room so large _ could _ not 
see the end of it. It 
was very light, and I saw 
hundreds of people. The men were on 


one side of the room and the women on 
the other side. Many of them I knew 
from Svcorro and other places. In the 
middle were hundreds of musicians 
with all classes of instruments—many 
such as I never saw before. Then 
the musicians went to play very fine 
music and the men and women danced 
together. Such fine dancers I have 
never, never seen. Then a very large 
he-goat came and spoke to all, and 
everybody had to kiss him behind. 
And when the g:‘@ had gone there was 
asnake, of larger body than mine, 
came in upright, and he came to every 
man and wound itself around him and 

ut its tongue in his mouth, and when 
he did so they talked words which I 
could not understand. But when 
he came to me and put his 
face before mine, my heart 
left me andI cried: ‘Jesus, Mary and 
Joseph, save me!’ and at the instant I 
was standing alone on the plain and 
the snake was gone. I walked home a 
long way, very much alarmed. Next 
day Isaw José, and he said: ‘Fool! the 
snake was ready to give you the tongue 
of wisdom, but you called the holy 
name and ruined all.” He wanted me 
to go again, but I was afraid, and never 
did. o, I had not been drinkinga 
drop since many weeks.” 

Now, Patapalo is no liar—I vouch for 
him, and itis certain that he honestly 
believes this remarkable tale. That is 
easily accounted for on the supposition 
that he was dreaming, but all his ac- 
quaintances believe the story, too. 

Despite the laudable efforts of our 
Pilgrim forefathers to exterminate the 
pestilent breed of witches, there are 
still witches and to spare in New Mex- 
ico, and the natives, almost to a man, 
believe in and fear them. They are 
generally women, but sometimes men, 
usually of middle age, but occasionally 
very Old, and rarely very young. It 
was my privilege the other day to pho- 
tegraph three live witches—the first, I 
venture to say, that ever faced a cam- 
era. They livein San Rafael and are 
named Placida Morales, Antonia Mo- 
rales (Placida’s sister), and Josefita, 
Antonia’s daughter. 

Our witchology is full, detailed and 
graphic. Every paisano in New Mex- 
ico can tell you their strange habits, 
their marvelous powers and_ their 
baleful deeds. They never injure 


the dumb animals, but woe to 
the human being who in- 
curs _ their displeasure. Few, 


indeed, are bold enough to brave 
their wrath. Ifawitch ask for food, 
wood or clothing, or anything else, 
none dare say her nay. Nor dare apy 

e eat what a witch proffers, for if he 
ao some animal, alive and growing, 
will form in his stomach. By day the 
witches wear their familiar human 
form, but at night, dressed in strange 
animal forms, they fly about to. hold 
witch meetings in the mountains, or to 
wreak their evil wills. In a dark night 
you may see them flying through the 
sky like so many balls of fire—and 
there are comparatively few Mexicans 
in che Territory who have not seen this 
weird sight! For these nocturnal sal- 
lfes the witches wear their own bodies, 
but take the legs\ and ‘eyes of a coyote 
or 


other \ animal, leaving eir 
own at home. Juan Perea, a 
mule witch; who died here 


in San Mateo some months ago, met 
with a strange misfortune in this wise. 
He had gone off with the eyes of a cat; 


| 


over the table and ate up Juan’s own 
eyes, so the unfortunate witch had to 
wear cat’s eyes all the rest of his life! 
Before they can fly, witches are 
obliged to cry out, ‘‘Sin Dios, sin Santa 
Maria!” (without God and without the 
lloly Virgin), whereupon they mount 
up into the air without difliculty. If 
you are on good terms with a witch, 
you may persuade her to carry you on 
her back from here to New York in a 
second, She blindfolds you and en- 
jos strict silence. If you uttera 
word, you find yourself alone 
in some vast wilderness, and if you cry 
“God save me,”’ you fall from a fearful 
height to the ground—but are luckily 
never killed by the fall. There are 
several courageous people in the Terri- 
tory who have made journeys thus 
upon the backs of witches! At least, 
they are ready to swear 80, and they 
find 10,000 believers to one sceptic. 

One striking veculiarity about New 
Mexico witches is that anyone nawed 
Juan or Juana (John or Jane) can 
catch them; and that no one else can 
except a priest with holy water. To 
catch a witch, Juan draws a nine-foot 
circle on the ground, turns his shirt 
inside out, and cries Venga, bruja!” 
(Come, witch), whereupon the witch 
has to fall inside the circle, and Juan 
has her completely in his power. ‘This 
ability to catch witches is seldom exer- 
cised, for let Juan once catch a witch, 
and all the other witches in the country 
join hands and whip him to death. 

And now, having briefly outlined the 
nature of witches here, let me give you 
some veracious anecdotes of their ex- 
this section. orenzo Labadie, a 
man of Mare oes oy in New Mexico, 
once unknowiugly hired a witch as 
nurse for his baby. He lived in 
Los Vegas. Some months afterward 
there was a ball at Puerto pe Luna, a 
couple hundred miles south; and 
friends of the family were surprised to 
see the nurse and baby there. ‘* Where 
is Sefior Labadie and his family?’’ they 
asked. The nurse repiied that they 
were at a house a few miles distant, 
but were too tired to come to the ball. 
The friends went there next day, and 
found the Labadies had not been there. 
Suspecting the nurse to be a witch, 
they wrote to Don Lorenzo, who only 
knew that the nurse and baby were in 
bis house when he went to bed and there 
also when he woke up. It being plain, 
therefore, to the most casual observer 
that the woman’ was a witch, he 
promptly discharged her, 

A drunken fellow over at Cebolleta 
once kicked a witch. He was instantly 
taken sick and was confined to his hed 
for.nine months. Then he sent forthe 
witch, humbly begged her pardon and 
besought her to cure him. She gave 
him a mysterious draught, he vomited 
up alive mouse and was cured instanter. 
A pretty girl at San Rafael, just 
married, had a quarrel with Placida, 
one of the witches there. That night 
a strange cat came into the room. 
Feeling sure it was a witch, she locked 
the door and window, and her husband 
came with his six-shooter; but the cat 
melted into thin air before he could 
shoot. A little later an owl suddenly 
appeared, flew against Margarita’s 
cheek and cut it, and then disappeared 
as mysteriously as the cat had done. 
A horrible sore formed on the cheek, 
and could not be cured till Margarita 
appeased the witch with presents. 

osé Patricio Marifio, one of the 
most respected men in San Mateo, had 
a most unfortunate experience not 
long ago. There was then in town a 
witch named Marcellina, a thin, with- 


dreds who clustered upon the low hills | 
to watch the services. In towns where 
there are still Penitentes, a large ma- 
jority of the population is in direct and 
earnest sympatby with them. 

At 2 p.m. on Good Friday came the 
crowning brutality—the crucifixion. 


young fellow, was chose 
enact the role of Christ, One of the 
huge crosses was stretched on the 
ground in front of the morada, a deep 
hole having been dug to receive it. 
The counterfeit Savior was led from 
the house, bleeding. profusely from a 
gash in his side, naked, save for the 
drawers and the black mask. LHe 
wanted to be nailed to the cross—as 
was their former custom; but 
the brother superior, who is 
good, though ignorant, and has some 
fear of the church still, would not per- 
mit it. So the victim was lashed to the 
cross by legs and arms with acruel 
hempen rope, which cut deep into the 
flesh and stopped the circulation at 
once. In five minutes his arms and 
hands were black as a negro’s. Aclean 
white cloth was tied over his body, 
leaving only the outstretched arms ex- 
poses and half a dozen powerful men 
ifted the cross and dropped its end 
into the hole, which was at once filled. 
There the poor fanatic hung for a trifle 
over half an hour, while his brutal fel- 
low-bigots 
prayers a short distance away. 

Then the rocks and dirt were re- 
moved from the hole, the cross was 
lowered, and the miserable victim was 
unlashed and led half fainting into the 
house. It is no uncommon thing for 
the crucified to die, in which case their 
brethren bury them secretly at night, 
their relatives never knowing who is 
dead until after the interment. A like 
fate is reserved for those who betray 
the secrets of the order—save that they 
are buried alive. Think of all this, my 
po oy churchman, in this year of our

The ceremonies of Good Friday end 
with a might service, called ‘Tinie- 
blos,”’ held in some chapel. “None but 
Penitentes are admitted, and all the 
outsider hears is awful groans and 
clanking of chains—symbolicof Christ’s 
sojourn in the nether world. At mid- 
night the Penitentes disband and start 
for their homes—in many cases 40 
miles distant—and so ends the bloody 
blasphemy which still disgraces a beau- 
tiful corner of the most enlightened 
Nation on earth.

Marifio had the bad luck to offend her, 
and she retaliated by turning him into 
awoman! He was in this predica- 
ment for several months, as he is keen 
to swear, and recovered only by bribing 
the witch to restore him to mascu- 
linity. Marcellina found witchcraft 
an unhealthy profession; for last year 
two men whom she had bewitched 
caught her and beat her to death with 
clubs oe here in this pretty little vil- 
lage of San Mateo! paras done to 
them? Well, hardly! I forgot to add 
the interesting fact that Marifio also 
found himself about to become a 
mother, and had his cord already hung 
—Mexican women, you must know, 
when about to be confined, have a rope 
hung to the ceiling over their bed, and 
pose ” it with both hands during the 
ordeal. 


I could go on and tell you a hundred 
other witch stories, all religiously be- 
lieved here, but have provably said 
enough to prepare you for the igno- 
rance which culminates in the most 
astonishing superstition of all—that of 
the Penitentes. 

The order of the Penitent Brothers 
was founded in Spain some 500 years 
ago, and was brought to Mexico in the 
sixteenth century by the Franciscan 
friars, who came over with the Con- 
quistadores. A generation ago it had 
thousands of followers in this Terri- 
tory, and its beastalities during Holy 
Week were watched by thousands, in- 
cluding many Americans. 
the strong opposition of the Catholic 
Church, however,there are now but very 
few active Penitentes left; and the re- 
volting rites of Thursday and Friday, 
March 29 and 80, 1888, will probably 
never be repeated in New Mexico. 

During the rest of the year the Peni- 
tentes have no meetings nor ceremo- 
nies; but with the arrival of Lent they 
drop all other .occupations that they 
may atone for the sins of the year; and 
need enough they have of some pen- 
ance. To see their incredible mortifi- 
cation of the flesh, one would naturally 
suppose them to be the most devout of 
Christians; but as a matter of fact, 
very many. are criminals of the most 
dangerous class—thieves, highwaymen 
and murderers. 

At night of the first Friday in Lent 
their self-imposed penance begius. 
The weather here during March is 
almost . always .very severe; but 
barefooted, with no clothing save 
a pair of thin cotton drawers and a 
black handkerchief over their heads 
and faces to conceal their identity, 
these fanatics walk up and down the 
mountains all right carrying-enormous 
crosses Or whipping their bare backs 
with cruel whips of cactus. This is 
repeated every Friday night till Holy 
Week and then every night. On 
Thursday, the day before Good Friday, 
they come out in the town in the morn- 


ing and are'\all day parading from | 


their brotherhood house to the town 
graveyard and back again 
ghastly penance.

Melville W. Fuller. 


Mr. Melville W. Fuller, the gentle- 
man whom the President has honored 
by selecting to fill the high position of 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the Nation, of course is a »Democrat. 
What is more, he has a Democratic 
record. This some individuals op- 
posed to his nomination have been 


looking into, and it has been found, 


like that of a good many other Demo- 
crats whom Cleveland has chosen for 
places of important trust, to be not 
altogether savory in the estimation of 
those who have always been loyal to 
the country, although his appoint- 
ment is regarded as more fit- 
ting than that of an unre- 
constructed rebel like Lamar, or that 
of Minister Phelps, who was a rank 
Copperhead. The war records of a 
good many prominent Democrats are 
not pleasant reading for them at this 
day, particularly when they are brought 
before the people as candidates for 
places of trust. Their devotion to the 
Government was not then sufficiently 
strong to create an overwhelming de- 
sire within us now to see them elevated 
to the places of trust and power within 
the gift of the people. In speaking of 
the President’s appointment asouthern 
Senator remarked that *‘it must be rec- 
ognized that a Democratic President 
had a right to choose a Democratic 
Chief Justice, and it woud be 
hard to find an eminent Democrat who 
would not neell to have a veil drawn over 
his war record’”’—an admission, by the 
way, whichit would be wise for all 
loyal citizens to bear in mind during 
the coming national campaign. The 
objections most strongly urged against 
the confirmation of Mr. Fuller are, 
first, that he was one of the two mem- 
bers ofthe Llinois Legislature who 
voted against receiving United States 
Treasury notes for taxes. Also the 
bill which he introduced to ratify the 
Corwin amendment, which prohibited 
the interference with slavery in any 
State, and itis urged that Mr. Fuller 
was eager to ratify it only 
six days before the issuance of the 
Emancipation Proclamation. Added 
to this is Mr. Fuller’s ‘‘Jackson Day”’ 
resolution that the Union could not be 
preserved in opposition to public feel- 
ing. Then his vote was cast against 
the Brentano resolution upholding the 
Emancipation Proclamation, and for 
the O’Brien resolutién that war could 
not result in the restoration unless the 
proclamation were withdrawn. 

He also voted against the bill to ex- 
tend the right of suffrage to the volun- 
teer soldiers of Illinois in the service of 
the United States. He was recorded 
in favor of the resolution denouncing 
the military authorities for banisaing 
C.L. Vallandingham. Mr. Fuller, from 
the special committee, submitted a pro- 
test denouncing the action of Gov. 
Yates in proroguing the Legislature as 
“arbitrary and illegal, unconstitu- 
tional and outrageous, a monstrous 
usurpation of power and a nefarious at- 
tempt to stop the legislation of the 
State.” 

Of his course at this time the Chicago 
Tribune says: ‘He was simply a con- 
sistent Democrat and voted with his 
party while in the Peace Legislature.’’ 

But a “consistent Democrat,” one 
whose influenco was thrown against 


those measures which were for the 
maintenance and preservation of the 


Union is not the man to whose judg- 


ment should be committed the judicial

Gift to the Pope. 


Great Rejoicing of the Abolition of Slavery In 
Dom Pedro's Domain—Appdintments and 
Confir dings in Sen- 
ate and House,

WASHINGTON, May 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] There is much consuitation 
among the Ropublican members of the 
House on the proposition made by Mr. 
Mills, that the House shall vote on the 
Mills Bill and a substitute to be offered by 
the Republicans directly upon the close of 
the general debate this week, and withont 
consideration of amendments. Up to this 
point no sort ofan agreement has been 
reached by the Republicans, and there ap- 
pears to be a_ wide difference of 
opinion upon the subject. Mills says that he 
made the offer to save the bill from being 
drawn into the whirlpool of five-minute 
debate, which might hold it in its grasp 
indefinitely. He is-confident that his party 
can be beld today in the principles under 
which the bill was constructed, that all its 
vital teatures can be preserved, although 
amendments of minor importance, about 
which he cares little, may be made, 

It appears that the preposition to take a 
test vote without the consideration of 
amendments was made by the Democrats as 
a condition to granting an extension of the 
general debate.

FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON (D.C.), May 16.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Senate.—After the 
morning’s business, the Senate took up 


| Mr. Vest’s resolution providing for a select

After a long discussion the resolution was 
amended soas to makethe investigation 
embrace the Trunk Line Association, the 
Traffic Association and other agencies of 
transportation, and was then adopted. 

After the adoption of Mr. Vest’s meat-in- 
vestigation resolution, the Senate proceeded 
to the consideration of the Senate bill ap- 
propriating $500,000 for the purpose of mak- 
ing final surveys and_ estimates for, and 
commencement of the work of construction 
of, a boat railway, either in Oregon or 
Washington Territory, around obstructions 
to navigation in the Columbia River at the 
Dalles and Celelo Falls. 

After remarks by Senators Mitchell and 
Dolph the bill passed. 

The following bills were passed: Senate 
bill increasing the limit of cost of public 
building at Sacramento, Cal., to $150,000, 
and appropriating $50,000 additional; House 
bill relating. to crimes against the Post- 
office Department as to postal orders‘ 
second-class mail matter or offensive postal 
cards and enveiops,etc. (with amentments) ; 
Senate bill for the presentation of badges 
to officers and men of the Greely relief ex- 
pedition; Senate bill fixing pensions for 
loss of one eye (or sight thereof) at $16 a 
month, and proportionately for loss of 
both eyes; Senate bill to authorize the 
leasing of school and university lands in 
Wyoming; Senate bill allowing aid to State 
homes for disabled soldiers at the rate $100 
a year for each disabled soldier or sailor 
maintained therein, and appropriating $250,- 
000 for that purpose; Senate bill toconfer 
brevet-promotion on army officers, par- 
ticularly distinguished by heroic action in 
Indian warfare. 

Having passed 38 bills, the Senate pro- 
ceeded to executive business, and soon 
adjourned, 

House.—The House went into Committee 
of the Whole on the Tariff Bill. 

Mr. Baker of New York spoke against the 
bill. He wished to give an object lesson, 
and produced three pair of stockings, dis- 


| playing the colors of the American flag, 


which were manufactured at Rochester. 
He presented the stockings to the gentle- 
man from’Texas (Mr. Mills), with the sug- 
gestion that he send the red ones to the 
President, the white ones to the Speaker, 
and keep the blue ones himself, as typical 
of his own feelings at the end of the ses- 
sion, when he beheld the defeat of his 
measure.

Mr. Farquhar of New York said that 
nearly half of the manufacturers of tie 
country whose interests were placed at 
hazard by this bill were Democrats.

Rejoicing Over Brazil's Action in 
Abolishing Slavery. 

WASHINGTON, May 16.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Brazilian Legation in 
this city has received information from 
Roderigo da Silve, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, that the Brazilian Parliament has 
approved the Government bill completely 
abolishing slavery, and that it was sanc- 
tioned by the regent on the 13th instant. 
The Minister states also that this action 
met with extraordinary manifestations of 
rejoicing. 

The department has received a similar 
telegram from Da Siiva, which was imme- 
diately sent tothe President. In the after- 
noon the following reply was sent to Minis- 
ter da Silva: 

“The President directs me to convey to 
your Government his hearty congratula- 
tions upon the abolition of slavery in 
Brazil, and to express his personal hope and 
expectation that the freedom thus ex- 
tended will resuit in increased happiness 
and prosperity to your country.”

NEW YORK REPUBLICANS. 


Delegates Enthusiastic for Depew 
for the Presidency. 

BurFa.o (N. Y.), May 16.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The delegates to the Ke- 
publican Convention were nearly all decked 
out wich badges of Chauncey Depew this 
morning, and handsome lithographs of him 
were distributed by the armful. The 
activity fer Depew is certainly not to in- 
sure his beng a delegate-at-large, and only 
one other alternative for opinion to rest upon 
remains. A grave question prevails, how- 
éver, even among Depew’s friends, as to 
whether these demonstrations have a basis 
on votes which will reach clear out to Chi- 
cago, or whether they rest only upon the 
sentiment of personal liking. 

The conventional horizon, which yester- 
day afternoon became beclouded by vapor- 
izings of hostility to Senator Hiscock, was 
this morning yet more heavy with pros- 
pective complications. The New York 
delegation this morning assembled in se- 
clusion for the express purpose of perfect- 
ing opposition to Hiscock as delegate-at- 
large, and in behalf of Levi P. Morton. The 
delegation formally and definitely voiced 
their opposition, and during recess con- 
ferred with the Kings-county deiega'es to the 
end of forming a solid front against Hiscock. 

At 12:20 Gen. Knapp, chairman of the 
State Executive Committee, called the con 
vention to order. The State committee 
secretary then read the roll of delegates. 
The call otf Warner Miller’s *name was 
greeted with clapping of hands. When the 
Twenty-first New York District was 
reached there cameastorm. ‘Chauncey 
M. Depew!” shouted the secretary. ‘There 
was no answer by a single voice, but a rat- 
tling shout so shook the air that the gas jets 
fluttered and blinked in the din.

AUSTIN (Tex.), May 16.—| By the Associ- 
ated Press.} The third day of the interna- 
tional and interstate drill and celebration 
was devoted to the dedication of the mag- 
nificent new State Capitol building. The 
military and civil demonstrations in honor 
of the event were never before excelled in 
the State. At the foot of the Capitol hill 
Gov. Ross, Gen. Stanley and Gen. Mexia 
of Mexico, in the presence of 
20,000 persons, reviewed the parade. 
The column was nearly a mile long. Gov. 
Ross opened the dedication ceremories with 
a brief address. Among the most notable 
guests were Gov. Henrique of Mexico, with 
a brilliant staff especially delegated to rép- 
resent President Diaz and the Republic of 
Mexico, Gen. Santos Buena Vidas, repre- 
senting the Governor of Nueva Leon, John 
V. Farwell and Col. Abner Taylor of Chi- 
cago, representing the syndizate that built 
‘the capitol. 

Judge Alex W. Terrill of Austin 
welcomed the guests tothe dedication. He 
was followed by Col Abner Taylor of Chi- 
cago, who spoke in behalf of himself and 
the gentlemen associated with him in the 
construction of the Capitol. . 

The address accepting the building on be- 
half of the State of Texas was made by 
Hon. Temple Houston, son of Sam Houston. 

At the conclusion of the speaking the 
Masonic Grand Lodge of Texas formally 
dedicated the building. The new Capitol 
is next in size to the National Capitol at 
Washington, and stands on a commanding 
elevation in the centre of the ony, fronting 
on the principal street. It is built entirely 
of red Texas nite. Its style of archi- 
tecture closely resembles the National 
Capitol. Its length is 565 feet, width 2:7 
feet, height 311 feet.

DOMESTIC HELP. 


More from Mrs. Parker—Is San Frran- 
Cisco Such a Wicked City? 
[San Francisco Bulletin.] 
The following communication from 
Mrs. Margaret Kk. Parker relates to an 
article which appeared in this paper 
last March, 1n which publicity was 
given to statements made in various 


quarters that domestic servants sent 


out from England to Southern Califor- 
nia were unable to secure situations 
because they were tnwilling to act 
otherwise than as governesses or com- 
panions. It was also stated that some 


of the English women sent out had ap- 


plied to the British Vice-Consul for 
aid, and that the matter had been put 
in the hands of the British Consul in 
this city for investigation. Mrs. Par- 
ker writes from Penketh, Warrington, 
England, as follows, under date of 
April 18th: 


‘““Editor Republican: A copy of your 
issue of March 24th has come to me 
with an article headed ‘Domestic Help,’ 
and as it refers to my efforts to supply 
this to your beautiful State, I should 
like to correct some of the misappre- 
hension which exists. First, the state- 
ment that my first party consisted of 


60 is incorrect—there were only six, 
who all got engaged at once at Los An- | 


geles. Three more followed, who were 
also engaged, when there came a letter 
from Mr. Mortimer, Vice Consul at 
Los Angeles, saying he had ‘been 
obliged to relieve a numberof Mrs. 
Parker’s unfortunate immigants.’ Now 
Ihad the address of the nine ladies, 
and am assured none of them needed to 
apply to Mr. Mortimer. I cabled him 
for names; he did not reply.’ I then 
saw Miss Emily Faithful, who I knew 
had experience in colonial emigration, 
and she (desiring to help me) applied to 
Lord Salisbury to know the truth; 
hence ghe reference to Mr. Donohue. 
A friend in Los Angeles has sifted the 
matter thoroughiy, and finds that the 
only applicants were two elderly, deli- 
cate ladies who were not sent out by 
me, but who had read some of my pub- 
lished articles on California asa field 
for the enterprise of really sensible 
domesticated women, So that really I 
was not to blame, and my name shouid 
not have been used by Mr. Mortimer as 
connected with his applicants. Those 
who have gone have no reason to re- 
pent having done so. They are pleased 
with the people, the climate and the 
wages. I wish to state, also, that all 
who have gone are sensible, superior 
women, who have credentials both as 
to character and ability to do house- 
work. They are taken from the ranks 
of our farmers’ daughters and respect- 
able poorer tradespeople—women who 
have always done their own housework 
or that of others, and they come to 
California for the sole purpose of re- 
lieving the overtaxed housewives—not 
to be ‘governesses’ or ‘companions,’ 
as your article states, for I tell all, 
these are not needed in California. I 
am so much discouraged in my own 
thankless work that I feel that | must 
lay itdown for the present. I did de- 
sire to help the California housewife 
and also the better-class women of my 
country, but there has been so much 
misrepresentation and misunderstand- 
ing that it seems impossible to adjust 
things so as to benefit the people. The 
old-fashioned English servant has be- 
come extinct, and to get one 
to do the housework and _ 
undertake the washing is almost 
impossible, so that we are resorting to 
the lady help, who will do more than 
any servant. There is a great number 
of excellent, active, reliable women, ed- 
ucated, and yet thoroughly domesti- 
cated, who at home would hesitate to 
take the place of household help, but in 
another country and under other con- 
ditions would gladly do so, especially 
for the higher wages paid in California. 
1 should gladly have accepted Mrs. 
Kinney’s kind offer of receiving my 
women in the Girls’ Union, but a Miss 
or Mrs. Alice Westwood wrote such a 
dreadtul note of warning, saying she 
would rather see a daughter of hers 
dead than come to such ay immoral 
place as San Francisco. As she wrote 
as a resident of it, her letters appeared 
in our English papers, and fathers took 
alarm, and would not hear of their 
daughters going there. Other States 
hearing of my efforts for California 
have desired te share in the benefit of 
these household helps, who are not 
‘young girls,’ but mature women, with 
some experience of life and the abilit 
to take the burden of housework o 
the shouiders of the overtaxed house- 
wife. They pay their own fare and are 
landed free at the doors of those who 
desire their services.
